theoretical questions as the high cost of living will 
automatically disappear. 


The engineers of this country have placed this 


great country of ours in a pre-eminent position with 
everything pertaining to manufacture, matallurgy, and 
kindred arts. We are second to none in the work. We 
have a great country, which God has endowed with such 
riches in coal and natural resources as no other country 
in the world; but rich as these are viewed by you, the 


engineers in the country, there is one thing greater than these resources, 
and that is the sturdy character, energy, and integrity of its people, which 
will make these great resources of influence in the world's development. 


Great as these resources and the energy and integrity of our people, 


there is one problem of our engineering that I term today human en- 
gineering that is of far more importance than the creation of machines 
and methods with which you have been so successful in the past. Of what 
value is the skillfully devised machinery, the complex process, unless 
manned and operated by people whose heart and soul is in sympathy with 
the work which they are doing and who have before them the giving of 
a complete day's work for a day's pay ? 


I am not all in favor of artificial methods to reduce the high cost of 


living. There is but one way to do it and that is by economy and secondly 
by industry and efficiency, and when we get this throughout our establish- 
ments, the high cost of living will by the natural laws of industry adjust 
itself to its proper place. 


We have won the greatest war, and we must not lose advantage of the 


lesson that we have learned by reason of the war; and that lesson is. 
broadly, one that the president proclaimed as the lesson of democracy in 
the ordinary sense of the terra, but a democracy that will teach us all that 
men are men for what they are.

"Hostel" Plan Is Being Urged to Solve 


Vexing United States Maid Problem 


By Miss Mary McDowell, Head Resident oE University 


of Chicago Settlement 


"Housekeeping on a business and industrial basis"—this is the slo- 


gan of household economists who are striving to solve the "maid problem." 


The solution, it is the consensus of feminine opinion, is to come from 


abroad, in the form of the "hostel." 


An interesting experiment is being carried on in England by Lady 


Londonderry, who organi/ed the Women's Legion during the war. She 
has cow undertaken to organize a Legion of Domestic Workers. 


Members of the legion will wear the uniform of the order and an 


official badge. Each will be qualified and trained for a certain position 
and sent out as a specialist who will work by the day—an eight-hour da> 
—or the hour. 


There will be a probation period of three months and then work at n 


minimum salary. As efficiency increases and the worker becomes expert 
in her profession, her salary will be increased. 


For each year of service she will receive a service stripe. 
The legionaries will live in hostels and may pay for their own 


lunches. Accordingly, they will be quite as independent in the kitchen 
of a private home as in a factory. 


The British Y. W. C. A. has instituted a similar experiment in Lon- 


don. A central hotel has been erected as a sort of a club house, and the 
maids are distinguished by wearing the blue triangle.

I am going back to France to help the French in the devastated 


regions, and this is why: The French, with whom I have practically lived 
for six months, have repeatedly told me that they expect another war. 
They believe that they will be oppressed again by the same enemy. They 
feel that they must fit themselves for such an emergency. How? Well, 
they have said to me, these French soldiers: ''You Americans were the 
better fighters—we were the better soldiers. You were the better fighters 
because you Americans were more physically fit. And you Americans have 
taught us Frenchmen that we must pay more attention to physical devel- 
opment." 


They are in need of our sympathy. Sometimes I find that our own 


Americans do not understand them fully until they are taught to realize 
the depth of their sacrifice. The Frenchman does not flaunt it. In fact, 
he belittles his troubles and his achievements. He says: "It does one good 
to mal e fun of oneself."

Panacea for Spirit of Labor Unrest

When we get back to the practice of giving aa 
honest day^e work for an honest day^s pay, all such 
theoretical questions as the high cost of living will 
automatically disappear. 


The engineers of this country have placed this 
great country of ours in a pre-eminent position with 
everything pertaining to manufacture, matallurgy, and 
kindred arts. We are second to none in the work. We 
have a great country, which God has endowed with such 
riches in coal and natural resources as no other country 
in the world; but rich as these are viewed by you, the 
engineers in the country, there is one thing greater than these resources, 
and that is the sturdy character, energy, and integrity of its people, which 
will make these great resources of influence in the world's development 


Great as these resources and the energy and integrity of our people, 
there is one problem of our engineering that I term today human en- 
gineering that is of far more importance than the creation of machines 
and methods with M-hich you have been so successful in the past. Of what 
value is the skillfully devised machinery, the complex process, unless 
manned and operated by people whose heart and soul is in sympathy with 
the work \vhich they are doing and who have before them the giving of 
a complete day's work for a day's pay ? 


I am not all in favor of artificial methods to reduce the high cost of 
living. There is but one way to do it and that is by economy and secondly 
by industry and efficiency, and when we get this throughout our establish- 
ments, the high cost of living will by the natural laws of industry adjust 
itself to its proper place. 


We have won the greatest war, and we must not lose advantage of the 
lesson that we have learned by reason of the M'ar; and that lesson is, 
broadly, one that the president proclaimed as the lesson of democracy in 
the ordinary sense of the term, but a democracy that will teach us all that 
men are men for what thev are. 


"Hostel" Plan Is Being Urged to Solve

gan of household economists who are striving to solve the ''maid problem.^' 


The sohition, it is tho consensus of feminine opinion, is to come from 


abroad, in tlie form of the ''hostel." 


An interesting experiment is being carried on in England by Lady 
Londonderry, who organized the Women's Legion during the war. 
She 
has now undertaken to organize a Legion of Domestic Workers. 


lilombers of the loefion will wear the uniform of the order and an 
ofTicial badge. 
Each will be qualified and trained for a certain position 
and sent out as a specialist wlio will work by the day—an eight-hour daj 
—or the hour. 


Tliere will be a probation period of three months and then work at a 
minimum salary. 
As efficiency increases and the worker becomes expert 
in her profession, her salary will be increased. 


For each year of service she will receive a service stripe. 
The legionaries will live in hostels and may pay for their own 
lunches. 
Accordingly, they will be quite as independent in the kitchen 


of a private home as in a factory. 


The British Y. W. C. A. has instituted a similar experiment in Lon- 
don. A central hotel has been erected as a sort of a club house, and the 
maids are distinguished by wearing the blue triangle.

I am going back to France to help the French in the devastated 
regions, and this is why: Tlie French, with whom I have practically lived 
for six months, have repeatedly told me that they expect another war.

they have said to me, these French soldiers: "You Americans were the 
better fighters—we were the better soldiers. You were the better fighters 
because you Americans were more physically fit. And you Americans have 
taught us Frenchmen that we must pay more attention to physical devel- 
opment." 


They are in need of our sjmipathy. Sometimes I find that our own 
Americans do not understand them fully until they are taught to realize 
the dejith of their sacrifice. The Frenchman does not flaunt it. 
In fact, 
he beli'ttles his troubles and his achievements. He says: "It does one good 
to mal.e fun of oneself."

Want proof? Well, he planted a fine 


field of corn, but it v\as unfenced and 
all of the neighbors' stock had free 
access to it. 
Brown-Jones turned in 


and built a woven-uire fence around 
that field, horse high, bull strong and 
pig tight. But—and here is the proof 
of his queerness—he left a ten-foot 
pap uith no sort of fence across it at 
all. The cows and hoiseS pushed at 
that fence and the hogs nosed around 
It without result—for a few days. 
Then, as anybody might have known, 
they found the gap and the Bro^n- 
Jones corn "went flooy." 


Queer isn't the name for it, yon 


eay? Certainly not. The fellow was 
a full-fledged fool—only there wasn't 
any such fellow. That story is a sort 
of parable written to illustrate what 
the people of the United States are 
doing every day with regard to the 
meat they eat. Against diseased and 
unwholesome meat they have built 
the fence, high and strong and close 
woven, but they have left a hig open 
gap through which any kind of dis- 
ease or uncleanness may enter the 
home and play havoc. 


What Federal Inspection Is. 


Take your own town, for instance. 


About 75 per cent of the beef eaten in 
your town has the stamp of purity 
placed on it by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 
You know 


It is clean and that the animal from 
which it was taken was sound and 
healthy. 
When the steer went to the

pen, ready for slaughter, he was thor- 
oughly inspected by a veterinarian of 
the bureau of aniimri- industry. 
If 


fhere had been anything wrong with 
him, or even a suspicion of anything 
wrong with him, slaughtering him for 
meat purposes would have been pro- 
hibited. But he was sound, apparent- 
ly, and was killed for beef. But that 
did not end the inquiry. Alter the 
steer was slaughtered, another inspec- 
tor very carefully examined the car- 
cass, the lungs, the heart, the liver. 
Still another department of agricul- 
ture inspector watched the canning of 
such portions of the carcass as went 
into cans. And other inspectors of the 
department looked after the packing 
plant as a whole—saw that sanitary 
rules were observed, that the water 
supply was pure, that the workmen 
lad facilities for keeping themselves 
clean, that the tables and other equip- 
ment did not become foul, that every 
process was carried out with due 
regard to cleanliness. 


That system of inspection, you say, 


ought to insure the purity of the meat 
supply? 
Not at all. It does insure 


purity of the meat fnspected, but fed- 
ral inspection cannot be extended to 


nil meat; it does not go all the way. 


Government Cannot Interfere. 


The United States department of 


agriculture, being a federal agency 
and operating under federal laws, can- 
not interfere in purely state affairs. 
Suppose there is a packer or butcher 
In your town—as there probably is— 
who sells his beef and other products 


federal meat inspection is concerned 
he can do as he pleases—kill diseased 
cattle if he wants to, and allow his 
plant to be as filthy as suits his idea 
of convenience.

MANY PLANS ARE FRESENTEiJ 


Americans Carefully Safeguarding the 
Monroe Doctrine—Poland to Get 
Help—Armistice Terms Made 
More 
Drastic—United 
States For National 
Prohibition.

Unless the peace congress, whicli 
held its first formal session on Satur- 
day, changes its mind, the world must 
be satisfied hereafter with suiii infor- 
mation concerning its deliberations as 
Is contained in the ofiiclal communique 
Issued daily. 
Possibly because of a 
breach of confidence on the part of 
some correspondent, the supreme al- 
lied council adopted a resolution that 
the delegates shall not talk outside the 
peace chamber of the doings of the 
conference. 
The hundreds of 
high- 
priced journalists gathered in Paris 
from all parts of the world can devote 
their time to describing the majesty 
of the Arc de Triomphe and the allure- 
ments of the Paris boulevards. 
The 
American and British correspondents 
formally and energetically 
protested 
against this rigid censorship. 
Later 
the rule may bo relaxed, 
otherwise 
the demand for "open covenants of 
peace openly arrived at" goes by the 
board. 


In the preliminary work of the con- 
ference tlie make-up and procedure of 
the congress were settled. 
It was de- 
cided that the United States, the Brlt- 
isJi empire, France, Italy and Japan 
should be represented by five di»logates 
apiece. The British dominions and In- 
dia besides are represented as follows: 
Two delegates respectively for Aus- 
tralia. Canada. South Africa and In- 
dia. including the native .states, and 
one delegate for New Zealand. 
Brazil 
has tliree delegates. 
Belgium, Cliiim, 
Greece, Poland, Portugal, tlie Czecho- 
slovak republic. lioumania and Serbia 
have two delegates apiece; Slam, ^lon- 
tenegro, Cuba. GuatiMnala. Haiti, Hon- 
duras, Liberia, Nicaragua and Paniuna 
one delegate apiece.

from Russia, making the new Poland 
a strong bulwark against that fiood of 
anarchy.

It also is likely 
to compel General Pilsudski to come 
to an agreement with the Polish na-

in 
l*oland by Paderewski. 


The Spartacan revolution in Ger- 
many—or at least in Berlin—lias fizxled 
out. Liebknecht and Rosa Luxemburg 
were captured and. according to report, 
killed. The other leaders are under ar- 
rest or dispersed and some hundreds of 
their followers arc dead. After a week 
of terror the police were reinstated and 
armed, order was restored and busi- 
ness was resumed. 
In some 
other 
cities the "Reds" are still In control, 
but their chance for ultimate success 
seems to have gone glimmering. 
For 
one thing, Hindenburg still has under 
his command an efilclent army of more 
than a million men, and most of tiiese 
troops ho Is holding true to the Ebert 
government.

This fact about the German army 
leads to the warning Issued by tiie 
Central News of London, that a situa- 
tion exists In Kui-ope under which war 
may break out again at any time and 
that the British scheme of demobiliza-

HOW U. S. ARMY GREW AFTER 
DECLARATION OF WAR 


V. 
In Twenty Months Uncle Sam*s Fighting Force 


Multiplied Itself by Twenty 


ITow tiie United States army grew after the declaration of war against 
Germany is one of tlie most interesting pages of the history of the nation. 
It is a story told in figures. 


When America entered the war only one person in each 580 in the 


nation was in tho army. When the war ended more t V n 26 per cent of 
the entire male population between the ages of eighteen and thirty-one 
years "was in the arm}'. 


On April 1, 1917, America had an army of 190,000. 
In twenty 
months it virtually multiplied itself by twenty. 
In twenty mon1;lis an 
army more than ten times as large as America had at the beginning of 
the war had been enlisted, trained and sent abroad. 


How the army was built tip and how many were sent abroad, month 
by month, is told eloquently in figures furnished by the war department, 
as follows:

HINTS FOR THE" 
POULTRY GROWER 


Scalloped dishes of various kinds 
are especially good for luncheon or 
supper 
with 
a 
Avhite sauce 
made 
from two tablespoonfuls each of but- 
ter and flour, the butter bubbling hot 
before the flour is stirred In; then a 
cup of milk, and salt and pepper to 
taste, all cooked until 
smooth 
and 
thick. 
Such a sauce may be used in 
any escalloped dish. 


Scalloped Onions and Peanuts. 


Cut the onions in quarters and cook 
uncovered In boiling salted water un- 
til tender. 
Drain them and reserve 
the liquor for soup. 
Grease a baking 
dish and put Into It a layer of onions; 
sprinkle with three tablespoonfuls of 
chopped peanuts; add another layer 
of onions and peanuts, then pour over 
the top a well-seasoned white sauce 
prepared as above. 
Cover the top 
with a generous sprinkling of but- 
tered 
crumbs 
mixed 
with 
chopped 
peanuts. 
Bake 20 to 30 minutes. 


One often has a few tablespoonfuls 
of canned sauce or preserves left from 
the table, not enough to serve, but it 
will make a pretty garnish for various 
dishes. 
Two or three spoonfuls of 
raspberries, 
jam 
or 
canned 
fruit, 
added to a dish of sliced bananas 
gives a bit of flavor to the banana, 
adds color and uses up an otherwise 
wasted leftover. 


Chicken Pie. 


The bits of chicken left from a

will make a chicken pie that is quite

Unless paired matings are made and 
a single female kept with each male, 
the trapnest is an essential to pedi- 
gree breeding of poultry, according to 
W. A. Lipplncott. head of the depart- 
ment of poultry husbandry in the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural college, 


"This holds as true for the fancier 
as it does for the production breeder," 
said Professor Lipplncott, 
"although 
the fancier may not find it necessary 
to continue its operation for so many 
months of the year. 
It is surprising 
to find how few, even of the so-called 
*big breeders' know the exact parent^ 
age of every bird in their flocks. They 
know from which pen a given bird is, 
and what male headed that pen, bul 
they can only guess which of 12 to 13 
females produced a given outstanding 
bird. 


"Had such a state of afl'alrs been 
allowed to exist in the breeding of the 
larger animals they would probably 
be far below their present high level 
of excellence. 
Only when complet( 
and careful pedigree records are kep 
will the standard of poultry breeding 
be on a par with that of other pure^ 
bred farm animals. 
The keeping oi 
such records can be done only with thq 
help of a trapnest during the bre<iding 
season. 


"For the fancier the use of the nest 
during the breeding only is sufficient, 
For the production breeder it is neces^ 
sary to trapnest through the season 
of usual low production—the winter 
months—in addition to the breeding 
season, in order to secure an Indica- 
tion of each layer's productive powers. 
If, for purposes of advertising, the to- 
tal yearly record is desired, the trap- 
nest must be kept* in use the full 12 
months. 


"The trapnest is now so commonly 
used that most persons 
understand 
that it is a simple mechanical device 
by which the hen shuts and locks her- 
self in when she goes upon the nest. 
When she is released the number of 
her legband can be written on the egg, 
and in this way a clear record of all 
eggs used for hatching purposes can 
be kept. It is better to write the num^ 
her on the small end of the egg, as 
that is the part of the shell least 
frequently broken during hatching."

STRINGENT MEASURES 


Just how much liquor or alcohol 


will be allowed persons entitled to 
dispense it, or use it in their busi- 
ness, has been announced by Coltec- 
tor of Internal Revenue Lederer, act- 
ing 
prohibition Enforcement 
officer 


for the Ninth district, of which Adams 
county is a part. 


"Each doctor," he said, "after filing 


a request for a permit, will be allow- 
ed two quai'ts of liquor yearly. 


"Under the same conditions, manu- 


facturing chemists, barbers' supply 
companies and 
wholesale 
pharma- 


cists will be allowed th-3 same an- 
nual amount of alcohol or alcoholic 
liquors. Upon the filing of bonds of 
$1,000 these companies will be allow- 
ed to use larger quan'tities of liquor 
in their business within certain lim- 
its. The same ruling holds for drug- 
gists. 


"Churches and synagogues must get 


permits to use sacramental wines and 
'they will be allowed fifteen gallons 
yearly. 


"On and after January 10th liquor 


regulations will be governed by the 
•eighteenth amendment instead of the 
war prohibition enforcement act as 
at present. 


"None but doctors will then be able 


to issue prescriptions for liquor, and 
then only after a physical examina- 
tion of the patient or the conviction 
in good faith, that th-3 administration 
of liquor is necessary to afford the 
patient relief. A doctor will not be 
able to give a patient whiskey or any 
alcoholic beverage in his office. 


"All prescriptions will be non-re- 


fillable and made out on a govern- 
ment book, the stubs of which will 
have to be returned to the authori- 
ties. No patient will be allowed more 
than ons pint of alcohol for internal 
use every ten days. 


"Doctors must also keep a record of 


the name of the patient, the date of 
issue of the prescription, the dos>3 and 
the purpose of the treatment."

Just how much liquor or alcohol 
will be allowed persons entitled to 
dispense it, or use it in their busi- 
ness. has been announced by Collsc- 
tor of Internal Revenue Lederer, act- 
ing 
prohibition 
Enforcement 
ofHcer 
for the Ninth district, of which Adams 
county is a part. 


••Each doctor." he said, "after filing 
a request for a permit, will be allow- 
ed two quai^'ts of liquor yearly. 


"Under the same conditions, manu- 
facturing chemists, 
barbers' 
supply 
companies and wholesale 
pharma- 
cists will be allowed the same an- 
nual amount of alcohol or alcoholic 
liquors. 
Upon the filing of bonds of 
$1.000 these companies will be allow- 
ed to use larger quan'tities of liquor 
in their business within certain lim- 
its. 
The same ruling holds for drug- 
gists. 


"Churches and synagogues nntst get 
permits to use sacramental wines and 
•they will be allowed fifteen gallons 
yearly. 


"On and after January 10th liquor 
regulations will be governed by the 
•aighteenth amendment instead of the 
war prohibition enforcement ac't as 
at present. 


"None but doctors will then be able 
to issue prescriptions for liquor, and 
then only after a physical exaniina- 
Xion of the patient or the conviction 
in good faith that tbe administration 
of liquor is necessary to afford the 
patient relief. A doctor will not be 
able to give a patient whiskey or any 
alcoholic beverage in his office. 


"All prescriptions will be non-r^- 
fillable 
and made out on a govern- 
ment book, the s'tubs of which will 
have to be returned to the authori- 
ties. 
No patient will be allov/ed more 
than ona pint of alcohol for internal 
use every ten days. 


"Doctors must also keep a record of 
the name of the patient, the date of 
issue of the prescrip'tion, the do&3 and ' 
the purpose of the treatment."

Horse Meat to Be Sold by U. S. 


WM Equine* Too Small (or Wock. WO) Be Slaughtered to Furnish Supply 


The sale of horse meat may put a crimp In the high cost of living in the 


United States. The average American citizen may not be aware of the fact, 
but nevertheless it is true, that congress has opened the way for slaughter 
aad sale of horses as food for human beings. 


In the future, if the family pocketbook will not stand the strain of pur- 


chasing a beefsteak, the good housewife may step around to the corner grocery 
and buy a chunk of horse meat and still keep within the family means. 


Horses are to be slaughtered and the meat sold under regulations care- 


folly prepared by the department of agriculture so as to insure at all times the 
wholesomeness of the product. 


The following announcement on the subject IB made by the department of 


mrrlculturc. 
"To open up the channels of trade for some of the Inferior horses In this 


country'that do not pay for their keep, and to Increase the meat supply In 
Borne of the larger cities in the United States and abroad, where horse meat 
Is used for human food, the department of agriculture Is authorized by congress 
to inspect horse meat and horse meat products. The amendment to the regu- 
lations governing meat inspection by the department was passed by congress 
on July 24, with an appropriation of $100,000 to carry on the work during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1920. 


"While it Is expected that as a result of this amendment Inferior horses 


throughout the country will be slaughtered for human food, it will open a 
market especially for the small horses—many of them wild—on the western 
range 
These animals are eating much of the limited supply of range feed 


which is needed by live stock that Is better able to pay for its keep. Elimi- 
nation of the undersirable horses not only will save feed for more worthy 
cattle and sheep, but will add hides to the leather supply and increase meat 
stocks." 
Every establishment In which horses are slaughtered for the preparation 


of food products for transportation or sale in interstate or foreign commerce 
must be federally inspected under the new regulations. 
The slaughter of 


horses and the preparation and handling of horse meat must be conducted 
In establishments separated from those in which other animals are killed 
and handled. 
All horse meat or horse meat products must be conspicuously labeled or 


branded "horse meat" or "horse meat product" and must bear the statement 
"U S inspected and passed by the U. S. department of agriculture." 
The 


regulations list a number of horse diseases which, if found in any animal 
slaughtered, will cause it to be condemned as food. 


Briefly in making possible the utilization of horses for meat, the regula- 


tions place the mutter under federal supervision, thereby insuring that the 
product is clean and wholesome. The regulations, it is explained, merely 
provide for the inspection. The number of horses used for meat will depend 
on the extent to which horses are marketed for that purpose and likewise on 
the demand for the product. In some cities horse meat already has^ a ready 
Bale.

German Stamp Speculator; 


Fake Esthonian Stickers 


"A German citizen, who knows how 


eager the world's collectors are to ob 
tain the stamps of the countries of th« 
new Europe, has succeeded in pulling 
the wool o\cr the eyes of philatelists 
many of whom have paid as high a* 
$30 for a set of Esthonian stamps 
which have proven to be 'fakes,'' 
writes Kent B. Stiles in the stamp de- 
partment of Boys' Life. 


"When the E-sths proclaimed theli 


land an independent republic on th« 
day on 
which 
the armistice was 


signed, last November, the German 
citizen was living at Reval, where the 
proclamation was issued. He hurried 
to a post office and purchased stocks 
of the stamps which the German oc- 
cupation authorities had forced the 
people of this former section of old 
Russia to use during the days of the 
invasion by the German troops. These 
stamps are Germany's own 'woman In 
armor' designed labels, but with the 
surcharge 'Postbeglet Ob. Ost.' upon 
them. 


"These occupation stamps the Ger- 


man citizen took with him into Ger- 
many, and upon them he had over- 
printed the inscription 'Eesti,' mean- 
ing 'Esthonia.' 
These were then al 


lowed to circulate among stamp deal- 
ers. 
It was supposed that they had 


been legitimately issued by the Esc 
thonian government, and they were 
soon regarded as being among the 
more valuable stamps of Europe's re- 
construction period."

Interstitial Glands Are Taken From

Simple. 


Paris.—Restoration of youth is no 


longer an uncertainty, but by grafting 
of new interstitial glands is as sure 
as the rules of chemistry, Dr. L, H. 
Voronoff declared. 


Dr. Voronoff, director of the physio- 


logical laboratory of the College of 
France, says the operations are simple. 


The Interstitial glands are taken 


from apes for use in treating human 
beings. 


"A local anesthetic is all that is 


necessary," Dr. Voronoff said. "It is 
merely a task of opening the skin, in- 
serting the new tissue, sewing up the 
slight wound, and nature does the 
rest." 


"Seven months ago," continued Dr. 


Voronoff, "I operated on a well known 
Parisan man of affairs, who at the 
age of 66 was in a decrepit state. The 
experiment was a complete success. 
Though his huir remains white and 
his face is wrinkled, he walks erect, 
his mind is as acthe and his appetite 
Is as good as that of a young man. 


Defies Age With Another. 


"Three months ago I pei formed a 


similar giafting operation on another 
aged man. Everything in hi^> case in- 
dicates the result will be the same, but 
It Is too early as yet to ghe a state- 
ment as to his renewed vitality. 


"The secret of my method is based 


on the following general knowledge: 
In various parts of the body, nature 
has provided glands which 
secrete 


fluids having vital functions in human 
organism. For instance, if I remove 
the thyroid gland from a man's neck, 
he will become an idiot within six 
months. 
Also when the interstitial 


glands, which manufacture fluid which 
ie absorbed by the blood, and thus 
gives to the whole body its vitality, be- 
come worn out or are removed, the 
«-hole body fulls into decay. 


"Foreign tissues, which have thus 


been introduced Into a worn-out sys- 
tem are nourished by the blood circu- 
lation of the body v.lnch is the new 
home for the tissues. In turn the tis- 
sues manufacture a vital fluid, which 
circulating through the body, restores 
Its vouthful vigor. 


"Some of my most productive exper- 


iments were carried out on an aged 
ram. The ram at 14 corresponded In 


age to a man at 78, in so far as the 
exhaustion of organisms is concerned. 


"Taking the aged, decrepit ram in 


May, 
1918, I put into his body inter- 


stitial glands taken from n young ram. 
Within two months he had regained 
his youthful vigor and activities. 


"Then, in order to prove it was not 


merely a matter of good care that had 
caused the change, I removed the 
grafted glands. I found them in per- 
fect state, as they had not been com- 
pletely assimilated by the renewed or- 
ganism. 


Age Reclaims Victim. 


"The ram immediately aged and be- 


came even more decrepit than before. 
I once more Introduced the glands 
from a young goat, which again pro- 
duced youth and vigor. 


"There will not be the slightest dan- 


ger to human beings because of the 
monkey tissues which I use in treat- 
ing them. 
A monkey's blood very 


closely resembles that of man. Hence 
the tissues of the ape are perfectly 
adapted for grafting on human beings.

Chicago.—From a report just issued 


by the bureau for returning soldiers 
and sailors and marines in this city, 
it is possible to get adequate informa- 
tion concerning what has been done in 
behalf of those of our returned de- 
fenders who have sought employment 
and other aid. 


In the district of which Chicago is 


the headquarters, the plan of the bu- 
reau for 
giving assistance to dis- 


charged service men w as formed by 
Maj Gen. Leonard Wood, who acts as 
the chairman of the headquarters com- 
mittee, and who from the first has 
taken personal interest in the work. 
The bureau was established last April 
and its records today show that 43,345 
service men have registered at head- 
quarters. Of this number 32,259 asked

for assistance in obtaining employ- 
ment. 
At the present time the files 


of the bureau show that only 2.2Z& 
men still remain on the "not hired" 
list. This means that 94 3 per cent of 
the men seeking employment have 
found it through the instrumentality 
of the bureau. 


Rumors Are Refuted. 


There have been rumors which some 


people have been busy in passing 
along to the effect that bureaus for 
aiding the soldiers and sailors to get 
re-established in civil life were not do- 
ing adequate work. To a considerable 
extent this sort of thing, it Is said, 
has been propaganda for no good pur- 
pose. So far as the district which has 
Chicapo for its headquarters is con- 
cerned the attested records which 
show- ihar !u 3 per cent of tl.e appli- 
cants h:i\e found work, speak t<<T 
themse'.v e1-. 


In the daily life of the bureau there 


Is much to be found of human interest. 
Of the 43,345 men who 
registered 


about 8,000 asked for assistance along 
lines other than that of emploj mcnt.. 
They wanted to secure vocational 
training, to be given information con- 
cerning educational work, and In some 
cases there were requests for clothing 
and for temporary loans. Every case 
was met. Out of the great number of 
men who applied at the bureau only 
438 actually needed food. 
Between 


3,000 and 4,000 of the men did not 
know how to secure their bonuses 
from the government. Every man was- 
told how to go at it and every man got 
his money. Of the applicants for as- 
sistance 3,500 have entered courses of 
vocational training. 


Much of Interest. 


The activities of the bureau as they 


have gone on day bj day are interest- 
ing to watch. From the icturned sol- 
diers and sailors one gets the after- 
the-vvar viewpoint. The comments on 
the war and its aftermath and the 
conclusions which the men have drawn 
show 
almost 
invariably 
thoughtful 


consideration of the problems involved.

to remove the beard. But with 


the barb gone the experts say the 
beard doesn't particularly matter. 


If the claims made for the improved

NEW OXFORD ITEM, NEW OXFORD, PA. 


Horse M e a t to Be Sold by U . S, 


Wild Equln«, Too Small for Woik, Wai Da Slaughtered to Furnish Supply 


The sale of horse moat may put a crimp in the high cost of living in Iho 
United States. 
The avorape American citizen may not he aware of the fact, 
bnt nevertheless it is true, that conpresa has opened the way for slaughter 
u d sale of horses as food for human beings. 


In the future, if the family pocketbook will not stand the strain of pur- 
chasing a boefslealc. the good housewife may step around to the corner grocery 
and buy a chunk of horse meat and still keep within the family means. 


Horses are to bo slaughtered and the meat sold under regulations care- 
fully prepared by the department of agriculture so as to Insure at all times the 
wholesonieness of the product. 


The following announcement on the subject Is made by the department of 


agriculture: 


<*To open up the channels of trade for some of the Inferior horses in this 
country'that do not pay for their keep, and to increase the meat supply In 
aome of the larger cities in the United States and abroad, where horse meat 
is used for human food, the department of agriculture is authorized by congress 
to Inspect horse meat and horse meat products. 
The amendment to the regu- 
lations governing meat Inspection by the department was passed by congress 
on July 24. with an appropriation of $100,000 to carry on tho work during the 
fiscal year ending June 30. 1920. 


"While it is expected that as a result of this amendment Inferior horses 
throughout tho country will bo slaughtered for human food, It will open a 
market especially for the small horses—many of them wild—on the western 
range. 
These animals are eating much of tho limited supply of range feed 
which is needed by live stock that is better able to pay for its keep. 
Elimi- 
nation of the underslrahle horses not only will save feed for more worthy 
cattle and sheep, but will add hides to the leather supply and increase meat 
stocks.*' 


Every establishment in which horses are slaughtered for the preparation 
of food products for transportation or sale in interstate or foreign commerce 
must be federally Inspected under the new regulations. 
The slaughter of 
horses and the preparation and handling of horse meat must be conducted 
in establishments separated from those in which other animals are killed 
and 
handled. 


All horse meat or horse meat products must be conspicuously labeled or 
branded "horse meat" or "horse meat product" and must bear the statement 
"U. S. inspected and passed by the U. S, department of agriculture." 
The 
regulations list a number of horse diseases which, if found in any animal 
slaughtered, will cause it to be condemned as food. 


Briefly, in making possible the utilization of horses for meat, the regula- 
tions place the matter under federal supervision, thereby insuring that the 
product is clean and wholesome. 
The regulations, it is explained, merely 
provide for the inspection. The number of horses used for meat will depend 
on the extent to which horses are marketed for that purpose and likewise on 
the demand for the product. 
In some cities horse meat already has^ a ready 


sale. 


British Maidens Sigh in 
Vain for Husbands While 
Living Cost Grows Higher 


Shortage of m'en and the high cost 
of loving are responsible for the hus- 
bandless plight of at least 2,000.000 
British maidens.

Philatelists Swindled by 
German Stamp Speculator; 
Fake Esthonian Stickers 


"A German citizen, who knows ho\i 
cagor the world's collectors are to ob- 
tain the stamps of tho countries of the 
new Europe, has succeeded in pulling 
tho wool over the eyes of philatelists 
toany of whom have paid as high ta 
for a set of Esthonian 
stamps 
which 
have proven to be 'fakes,'' 
writes Kent B. Stiles in the stamp do 
partment of Boys' Life. 


"When the Bsths proclaimed their 
land an independent republic on the 
day 
on 
which 
the 
armistice 
was 
signed, 
last 
November, 
the German 
citizen was living at Reval, where the 
proclamation was issued. 
He hurried 
to a post office and purchased stocks 
of tho stamps which the German oc- 
cupation authorities had forced the 
people of this former section of old 
Russia to use during tho days of the 
invasion by the German troops. These 
stamps are Germany's own 'woman in 
armor' designed labels, but with the 
surcharge 'Postbeglet Ob. Ost.' upon 
them. 


"These occupation stamps the Ger- 
man citizen took with him into Ger- 
many, and upon them he had over- 
printed the inscription 'Eesti,' mean- 
ing 'Esthonla.'

It was supposed that they had 
been legitimately issued by the Es-

as being among the 
more valuable stamps of Europe's re- 
construction period."

APES HELP MEN 
TO OUTWIT AGE 


i'> 


Paris Doctor Says Grafting of 
Tissues Brings Back 
Youth. 


EXPERIMENTS ARE SUCCESS 


Interstitial 
Glands Are Taken 
From 
Apes for Use in Treating Human 
Beings—Operation Is Quite 
Simple. 


Paris.—Restoration of youth is no 
longer an uncertainty, but by grafting 
of new interstitial glands is as sure 
ns the rules of chemistry, Dr. L, H. 
VoronofC declared. 


Dr. VoronolT, director of tho physio- 
logical laboratory of the College of 
France, says the operations are simple. 


The interstitial glands 
are 
taken 
from apes for use in treatinig human 
beings, 


"A local nneslhetic is all that is 
necessary," Dr. Voronoif said. "It is 
merely a task of opening tho skin, in- 
serting the new tissue, sewing up tho 
slight wound, and nature -does the 
rest." 


"Seven months ago," continued Dr. 
Voronpff, "I operated on a well known 
Parlsan man of affairs, who at the 
age of OG was in a decrepit state. 
The 
experiment was a complete success. 
Though his hair remains white and 
his face is wrinkled, he walks erect, 
his mind is as active and his appetite 
Ifl as good as that of a young man. 
Defies Age With Another. 
"Three montlis ago I performed a 
similar grafting operation on another 
aged man. 
Everything in his case in- 
dicates the result will be the same, but 
it is too early as yet to give a state- 
ment as to his renewed vitality, 


"The secret of my method is based 
on the following general knowledge: 
In various parts of the body, nature 
has 
provided 
glands 
which 
secrete 
fluids having vital functions in human 
organism. 
For instance, if I remove 
the thyroid gland from a man's neck, 
he will become an idiot within 
six 
months. 
Also when the 
interstitial 
glands, which manufacture fluid which 
is absorbed by the blood, and thus 
gives to the whole body its vitality, be- 
come worn out or are removed, the 
\rhole body falls into decay. 


"Foreign tissues, which have thus 
been introduced into a worn-out sys- 
tem are nourished by the blood circu- 
lation of the body which is the new 
home for the tissues. 
In turn the tis- 
sues manufacture a vital fluid, which 
circulating through the body, restores 
Its youthful vigor, 


"Some of my most productive exper- 
iments were carried out on an aged 
ram. 
The ram at 14 corresponded in 


age to a man at 78, in so far as the 
exhaustion of organisms is concerned. 


»Taking the aged, deci^epit ram in 
1018, I put into his body Inter- 
stitial glands taken from a young ram. 
Within two months he had regained 
his youthful vigor and activities. 


"Then, in order to prove it was not 
merely a matter of good care that had 
caused the change, I removed 
the 
grafted glands. 
I found them in per- 
fect state, as they had not been com- 
pletely assimilated by the renewed or- 
ganism. 


Age Reclaims Victim. 


"The ram Immediately aged and be- 
came even more decrepit than before. 
I once more introduced the glands 
from a young goat, which again pro- 
duced youth and vigor. 


"There will not be the slightest dan- 
ger to human beings because of the 
monkey tissues which I use in treat- 
ing them. 
A monkey's 
blood 
very 
closely resembles that of man. 
Hence 
the tissues of the ape are perfectly 
adppted for grafting on human beings.

Bureau in Chicago Shows Good 
Record in Helping 
Dis- 
charged Men. 


PLANNED BY GENERAL WOOD 


Of 
the 
Men 
Seeking 
Employment 
94.3 Per Cent Have 
Found 
It 
Through the Instrumentality 
of the Bureau, 


Chicago.—From a report just issued 
by the bureau for returning soldiers 
and sailors and marines in this city, 
it is possible to get adequate informa- 
tion concerning what has been done in 
behalf of those of our returned de- 
fenders who have sought employment 
and other aid. 


In the district of which Chicago is 
the headquarters, the plan of the bu- 
reau for 
giving 
assistance 
to 
dis- 
charged service men was f o m e d by 
MaJ. Gen, Leonard Wood, who acts as 
the chairman of the headquarters com- 
mittee, and who from the first has 
taken personal interest in the work. 
The bureau was established last April 
and Its records today show that 43,345 
service men have registered at head- 
quarters. Of this number 82,259 asked

for assistance 
in obtaining 
employ- 
ment. 
At the present time the files 
of the bureau show that only 2,2iy> 
men still remain on the "not hired" 
list. This means that 94.3 per cent of 
the men 
seeking 
employment 
have- 
found it through the instrumentality 
of the bureau. 


Rumors Are Refuted. 


There have been rumors which some- 
people have 
been 
busy 
in 
passing 
along to the eiTect that bureaus for 
aiding the soldiers and sailors to get 
re-established in civil life were not do- 
ing adequate work. To a considerable 
extent this sort of thing, it is said» 
has been propaganda for no good pur- 
pose. 
So far as the district which has 
Chicago for its headquarters is con- 
cerned. the 
attested 
records 
which 
show thar 94.3 per cent of the ap^il* 
cants 
have 
found 
work, 
speak 
tor 
themselves. 


In the daily life of the bureau there 
is much to be found of human interest. 
Of the 43,345 men 
who 
registered 
about 8.000 asked for assistance along 
lines other than that of emploj-ment. 
They 
wanted 
to 
secure 
vocational 
training, to be given information con- 
cerning educational work, and in some 
cases there were requests for clothing 
and for temporary loans. 
Every case 
was met. 
Out of the great number of 
men who applied at the bureau only 
438 actually needed food. 
Between 
3,000 and 4,000 of the men 
did 
not 
know 
how 
to secure their bonuses 
from the government. 
Every man was- 
told how to go at it ^nd every man got 
his money. 
Of the applicants for as- 
oistance 3,500 have entered courses of 
vocational training. 


Much of Interest. 


The activities of the bureau as they 
have gone on day by day are interest- 
ing to watch. 
From the returned sol- 
diers and sailors one gets the after- 
the-wnr viewpoint. 
The comments on 
the war and its aftermath and tho 
conclusions which the men have drawn 
show 
almost 
invariably 
thouglitful 
consideration of the problems involved» .

the
